Th« principal injury-to vegetation 


is caused 'by the females during the 
egg-laying period and is due to the 
wounds in'the branches above refer- 
red to. Injuries to young fruit trees, 
while sometimes serious, are gener- 
ally exaggerated. Observations made 
by'the writer in 1885 and again in 
ISIOU showed very clearly that where 
forest trees were near, 'the injury to 
young fruit trees was very slight. 
There are, however, apparently well 
authentieal 
instances 
on record 


where fruits trees suffered to a con- 
siderable extent. Oaks and hickor- 
ies seemed to suffer more than other 
forest trees, while the apple is the 
favorite fruit tre.e. From the inform- 
ation developed from -past observa- 
tions orchavdists need not hesitate 
to set out young, trees either .this; fall- 
or next spring. Such trees-however,
